French Making Gains. 
Heavily 
pounding the second line 
south of the Somme, the French have 
raptured two linos of trenches along 
,1 three mile front and taken the 
village of Herbecourt, two miles north- 
past of Domriierre. The captured vil- 
lage is on the road to Peronne, which 
town is apparently the immediate ob- 
jective of the French forces in this 
sector. 
It is five miles distant from 
the furthest thrust of the French ad- 
vance. 
To the north, the British are press- 
ing for Dapaume. where numerous 
main highways join. 
Having taken 
Fricourt, which formed a salient des- 
perately held by the Germans to check 
the British advance on either side, 
General Haig's forces now command 
tue_ sector toward Dapaume.

The story of an artillery corporal, 
who was wounded while in an obser- 
vation post of Marcourt, is cited to

poral said: 
"J was able to see for myself that 
our losses were quite small, and I not 
only hope, but am certain that our 
means of action will enable us to forge 
ahead without much wastage of men 
This is due to the prodigious accumu- 
lations of munitions of all sorts made 
by the allies along the whole northern 
front. 


German Trenches 
Battered. 
"I witnessed the first bombardment 
of tie German trenches and -works It 
was a wonderful sight. 
The effect 
was terrifying. It is not possible anv 
work of defense, however strong or 
ingenius, can resist such an avalanche 
of fire and steel. How 
many 
men 
must lie buried in the rains! 
•'The German reply is no less ter- 
rible and the most stubborn resistance 
must be counted upon, for the enemy 
may bs short of men, but certainly 
aoes not lack munitions. However' I 
can affirm that he offered feeble re- 
sistance to our first

guns barely fired one shot for ten 
from the allies. That was character- 
istic of the section where I was. Did 
the enemy wish to prevent us from 
finding out the positions of his bat- 
teries, or what did this impassive at- 
titude conceal? It made no difference 
to us, everything had been foreseen 
and our plan worked like a charm." 
A British captain who was wounded 
said that what most impressed him 
was the admirable 
co-ordination of 
French and British .troops in this ac- 
tion., where, he said, they bore them- 
selves magnificently. 
"I could give a hundred noble ex- 
amples of self-sacrifice and heroism/' 
he declared.

Advances Will Ee Slow. 
London. July 3.—News of the Anglo- 
French offensive came in slowly today. 
The authorifjeF and pr-ess-ga-xe warn- 
ing that patience would be necessary 
as the advances must be slow, owing

Germany in the twenty 
months in which she has had posses- 
sion of the territory, 
Places such as 
Momauban. 
Fricourt,

Serre and Mammetx, which the British 
took, like the villages further south 
oaptur.ed by the French, bristled with 
machine guns. There are many other 
similar positions which must, be over- 
whelmed if the British and French in- 
fantry are to continue to push for- 
ward. 


The artillery, it is true, demolishes 
most of the defense works, but the 
Germans remain in dugouts during the 
bombardments and come out with ma- 
chine guns to meet 
the 
attackers. 
Consequently mut h hand to hand fight- 
ing occurred. Furthermore, there are 
counter'attacks to be repulsed. 
Meanwhile the troops on the north- 
ern end of the western front are ac- 
tive. Off the Belgian coast. British 
monitors are throwing shells across 
the sand dunes to keep the Germans 
in their trenches. The Belgians, who 
recently took over another stretch of 
the front, keep up the bombardment, 
which equals that of the British guns. 
With heavy gunfire and raids of in- 
fantry detachments the Germans are 
kept busy from one end of the line to 
the other, and threatened attacks at 
any point warn them against sending 
reinforcements to the Somme regions.

H(;r eccentric extremes of economy 
led to a popular misconception of lier 
as a" "self-made woman." As a matter 
of fact, she was born rich. In 1865 
she inherited some $10,000,000 which 
accumulated'upon itself until in fifty 
years it had multiplied nearly ten 
times. She also inherited family tra- 
ditions which had been a pride for 
three.centuries, and which she was 
anxious' to perpetuate in her children. 
She was born on November 21, 


1835, at New Bedford, Mass. This old 
maritime city was founded by her an- 
cestor, John Howland, a Puritan who 
came over on the Mayflower and who 
named the place after Bedford, his fam- 
ily home in England. In succeeding 
generations the Howland family be- 
came famous in the whaling industry 
and shipping trade with China, and 
had an irreproachable social standing. 
Edward Mott Robinson, who bad also 
amassed a fortune In a similar way in 
New Bedford, married Abby Howlania, 
of whom Hetty Robinson, the 
futuve 
mistress of finance, was born. She was 
sent to a Quaker school on Cape Cod, 
and to a seminary In Boston, and «ot 
her lessons in finance when her ageing 
father entrusted . her with some of 
his books. 
• 
She was just thirty 'years old' when 
her father died suddenly, leaving her 
his nine millions, one million outright 
and the income from the other eight, 
the principal to be held in trust for 
her children. It 
IB ' forgotten that 
Hetty Green, then Robinson, was a 
Belie in New York society. 
Sne married in 1867. Her husband 
was Edward H. Green, who was United 
States consul general in Manila, where 
he had made a fortune in the stlk 
trade It is said Green, at a public 
dinner, heard someone sceak of Hetty 
Robinson as "the greatest American 
heiress," and straightway announced 
his determination to marry her. Be- 
fore the wedding day an agreement 
was signed to the effect that the wife's 
fortune should never be drawn on to 
meet the : husband's debts or any of 
their joint expenses. He died in 1902 
after having lost most of his money in 
Wall street. 
It was Hetty Green's ambition to 
make her son, Edward 
Howland 
Green, the richest man in the country. 
Since -1893 he has been president of 
the Texas Midland: railroad and a fac- 
tor in many other interests. In late 
years he largely assumed the manage- 
ment of his mother's property.

MOSQUITOES CARRY 


GERMS OF DISEASE 


Citizens Should Use Precautions to 


Prevent Insects Breeding by Clean- 


ing Up Unsanitary .Spots. 


Malaria is said to have hastened 
the downfall of Rome. 


The mosquitoes which transmitted 
it were more deadly to the inhabitants 
of tne Imperial city than their bar- 
barian enefies. 
Much also has been 
written of similar injury to Greece 
in yet earlier times. 


A't least two diseases are carried by 
certair. species of mosquitoes—maliaria 
ana 
yellow fever. All species arc 
disagreeable pests. 


Have you 
unwittingly 
permitted 
mosquitoes to breed about your house 
or grounds? Even one old tomato can 
half filled by the spring rains makes 
an icital breeding ground. H is sur- 
prising how man hidden pools one can 
find around a place if you really go on 
a hunt. 


Not infrequently drain pipes become 
clogged and tin roofs and gutters af- 
ford an unsuspected breeding place 
for thousands of mosquitoes. 


Communities that suffer from these 
pests bhould co-operate to campaign 
effectively against them. 


Even the smallest adjacent pools 


should be fiMed up or ditched and 
drained. If these are to large to be 
filed they should be treated with petro- 
leum. This floats atou the water and 
kills tbe mosquito larvae by shutting 
off the atmosphere. When" the wind 
causes a movement of the water which 
breaks up the oil coating it should be 
re-oiled. 
Swamps can be similarly 
treated.

Iron bacteria -were first discovered 


in iron pipes in Rotterdam in 1887. 
Comparatively little is known about 
them in this country. 
Bacteriolo- 


higher form of life than the ordinary 
varieties of bacteria. 


They thrive in water which contains 


iron, and authorities have concluded 
that they are attached to that metal. 
Iron bacteria are believed to have 
the power of storing iron away in' the 
cells ox their bodies, after taking it 
from the water. Some savants main- 
tain that tho bacteria assisted very 
materially in forming the rocks of 
prehistoric ages. 
The bacteria be- 


come saturated with an iron oxide as 
they develop and increase. 


Myriads of them 
are 
found 
in 


springs. If an individual is of an in- 
vestigative turn of mind he may be 
curious enough to scrape some of the 
red deposit that floors a spring or 
covers the rocks at the bottoms of 
springs, and examine it through a mi- 
croscope. 
He will find that he is 


looking at an abundance of minute 
pipes or tubes. 
These are relics of 


the iron bacteria, and give an idea of 
how industrious they must keep dur- 
ing their lives to build such compact 
structures. 


The pathologist has been unable to 


prove that they are in any sense del- 
eterious to health," though the organ- 
isms are sometimes a menace to res- 
ervoirs.

FOR CIVIC DUTIES AND RED 


CROSS WORK IF WAR COMES

The Hague, Netherlands, Julv 3.— 
The women of Holland are to be pre- 
pared for insant mobilization in case 
of war to keep the essential civil life 
of the nation going, as well as per- 
form such service behind the lim's a;s 
that of the Red Cross.

the National Woman's Council of the 
Netherlands is arranging for in^crip- 
tiori offices to be opened up all 
over 
the country, where all the availafile 
female labor forces can be registered 
and classified on the card system.

ary or not, and whether she has any 
objection to transferment from

THE HOUSEWIFE

• Despite the convenience of the tel- 
ephone and quick delivery service, the 
market basket is coming back. 
One of the chief reasons is that by 
actually doing our own eelecteing we 
become acquainted with the market! 
and so are much more Intelligent buy-! 
ers. We learn when 
the 
different | 
fruits and vegetables are in season! 
and, therefore, when they are the beat! 
and lowest in price, 
we also learn ' 
of the special offers which the grocer 
is often able to make on staple goods, 
perhaps because of overstock at the 
wholesalers, and in this way we get 
real bargains of which we might or 
would not know. 
The use of the market basket should 
save us money. 
Few realize, that the 


delivery is a large item of expense to 
the grocer and. of course, we must 
pay tor this service. 
Why thoughtlessly telephone and 
ask the grocer to deliver one loaf of 
bread or a can of pineapple? If we 
have forgotten to order it with out. 
other groceries, let us use a substitute 
or go for it and thus save the grocer 
that added expense of delivery and, 
ultimately, the cost of groceries to the 
consumer. 
It costs practically as much to de- 
liver a very small order as to deliver 
a large order. Just recently a grocer 
told me that it cost him from eight to 
ten cents for every stop he made Jn 
his delivery service. Let us be more 
thoughtful. 
Frequently, one of my 
neighbors 
asks to borrow some matches, a' bar 
of soap., or a, can of fruit or vegeta- 
bles. Phe has forgotten to order one 
box of matches, one bar of soaup, or 
the much needed can of fruit or veg- 
etables. 
She realizes the convenience lo me 
as well as tt*. herself ct my way of 
ordering these things in larger quanti- 
ties, but says she can't afford to buy 
that way. 'She pays her bill at the 
end of each month and '[ am sure that 
in a few months this would adjust it- 
self RO that no month's bill would be 
excessively large. 
Just a few examples will show what 
my neighbor loses by "hand to mouth" 
buying: 


One box of matches rost 5 cents and 
a package of 12 boxes costs 40 cents. 
a savin? of 20 cents or four boxes of 
matches; soap at 5 cents a bar costs 
$4.40 per box. but if purchased by the 
box it costs SS.SOf a saving of 60 cents 
or 12 bars of soap: canned fruit which 
costs SO cents per can may be pur- 
chased at $S per dozen cans, thus sav- 
ing 60 cents, or two cans of fruit; veg- 
etables which are 15 cents per can 
cost $1.60 per dozsn cans, a saving of 
20 cenls. 


As spenders of the family income, 
can we afford not to know our market 
and not to buy in the most economical 
way?
